Schloss of Friedrichshof, 
where the Empress Frederick 
has made such a brave fight 
for life, is situated at the 
foot of the mountain Alt 
König, fifteen miles from the 
diminutive town of Kronberg, 
which is near Homburg, and 
about three-quarters of an 
hour’s journey from Frank- 
fort-on-Main. 

The estate contains abun- 
dance of fine trees, including 
cedars, chestnuts several 
hundred years old, Welling- 
tonias, and a great variety of 
rare conifers. "The Empress 
has added to it by buying the 
surrounding lands, the whole 
now comprising over 250 
acres, of which 150 acres 
have been laid out as a park, 
as orchards, and as charming 
flower-gardens. 

The Castle stands on an 
eminence, with forests and 
mountains at the back, and 
from the terrace (resembling 
that of Haddon Hall) a beau- 
tiful view is obtained. The 
edifice was designed by the German Court 
architect, Herr Ernst Thue, under the personal 
superintendence of the Empress. 


Port VICTORIA 


Queen Victoria Visited the Empress 
Frederick at the Castle of Friedrichshof 


in the spring of 1895, after her late Majesty had 
spent a pleasant holiday in the Riviera. It was 
on April 26 in that year that Queen Victoria 
paid this visit, which she commemorated by 
planting a little tree, stopping her pony- 
chaise for the purpose, and deftly turning the 
soil with the spade handed to her. The famous

Engine and Omnibus.— An extraordinary accident, 
attended with fatal consequences, occurred on Feb. 21 
near the Grove Park Station, on the London : nd South- 
‘Western Railway, at Chiswick. One of the vehicles 
belonging to the London General OGfnnibus Company was 
shattered by collision with a locomotive at a level-crossing 
which traverses the line at Grove Park Terrace, a passenger 
beinz killed. It appearsthat the omnibus, which journeyed 
between Chiswick and Oxford Circus, was proceeding at 
$40 to the terminal of its journey, at Grove Park, from 
the district depót at Shepherd's Bush. The driver and the 
conductor were both riding in the vehicle, and a man named 
William Hodges, a stable-help, was a passenger. 


When the Omnibus reached the crossing both gates 
were closed, but, being summoned by a shout from the 
driver, the gateman, whose name is Wright, at once opened 
the first gate and allowed the vehicle to passthrough. The 
view along the line is obstructed from the roadway by an 
elevated look-out box inside the gate, and Wright had not 
noticed the rapid app.oach on the “up” line of a tank- 
en ine in the direction of the station, which should, in the 
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ordinary course, have been -signalled to his box. Cor- 
sequently, the omnibus was just crossing the metals when 
there was a crash, the locomotive: baviag first collided with 
the horses, and tben, catching tbe forequarter of the 
omnibus on the “off” side, dashed it aside into a tele- 
graph-post, and ran into the s.ation, türee hundred yards 
beyond, 


The Lost Liner.—The general manager of the 
Pacific Mail Steam-ship Company, to which company the 
steamer City of Rio Janeiro, which went down on Friday 
off the Golden Gate, San Francisco, belonged, blames 
Captain Ward for the mishap, which has cost 120 lives and 
a financial loss of £250,000. The captain 1s suid to have 
urged the pilot to go ahead when the lutter had reported 
that to proceed was dangerous. It 1s believed that the 
captain killed himself in his cabin when he realised that 
his ship was lost. 


Among Those Saved are Captain Hecht, of the 
German army; Mr. R. Holz, of Shanghai, returning to 
Germany ; and Mr, William Brander junior, uf the London 
Stock Exchange. Mr. Brander was picked up in the water 
as he was about to sink. He giv.s a graphic description : 
“The shock of the ship striking awoke ine. While L was 
dressing, all the lights went out. I made my way aft, 
vhere I met Mrs. Wildman with her boy and Mr. Wildman 
with the other child. The ship began sinking on her right 
side. The captain put Mr. and Mrs. Wildman und one 
child in a small boat. The pilot tried to save the other 
child, but failed. I put my arms through a life-preserver 
as the steamer plunged down. I became entangl dina 
rope, and was drawn into the vortex. I had given up hope, 
when I found myself- floating. I seized a piece of wreckage, 
and was hauled upon a raft soon after, ards.” 


The Yarmouth Murder.—Herbert John Bennett 
was p'aced in the dock at the Old Bailey last Monday 
charged with murdering his wife, Mary Jane Bennett, on 
the beach at Yarmouth, last September, by trangling her 
with a bootlace. The Lord Chief Justice tried the case, 
which was removed from the Norfolk Assizes because 
it was feared that local feeling might prejudice 
the -prisoner's chance of a fair hearing. Mr. Gill, 
opening the case for the prosecution, told the story 
of the discovery of the body on Yarmouth sands on 
the morning of Sept. 23, how he woman's clothes were 
disarranged, how there were scratches om the face, and 
on the neck a mo air bootlace tied so tightly that tough 
the circumference of the deceased's neck was 10ín. the 
ligature formed was only S}in. In the opinion of the 
doctor who made the post-mortem, d-ath, said co insel, 
was due to strangulation. 


The Circumstantial  Fvidence against 
Bennett wis then dwelt upon by Mr. Gill. Two days 
before her death the woman had, with her !aby, been 
photographed on thebeach, and the li : eness was found in her 
rooms. With this photograph. the Woolwich postm: wk, and 
the laundry mark, '*599," found on some of the dead woman's 
clothes, the police made their inquiries, and ul imately 
information was forthcoming that linen marked **599"* came 
from a small house, 1, Glencoe Villas, Bexley Heath, 
where a woman named Mrs. Bennett formerly lived. 
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Examination of the beach photograph indicated that the 

missing Mrs. Bennett was the co: of Great Yarmouth 

beach; and then the search for Mrs. Bennett's husbaud, 

in which the polic» were assisted by a Mr. Allen, who knew. 

Nn couple, resulted in Bennett's arrest at Woolwich on 
ov, 6. 


When Charged by Chief-Inspector Leach, 
Bennett said, ** I don't know what you mean. What is it: 
for!" Aad upon the officer's repetition of the charge that. 
the prisoner had murdered a woman named “Hood at Yar- 
mouth, Bennett replied, * I have never been to Yarmouth. 
l have not lived with my wife since January, as I found 
a lot uf letters in her pocket from another man." The 
police epo te ascertained where Bennett lived, took 
from him his keys, went to his rooms at 18, William Street, 
and unlocked a portmanteau there. Insde it 


They Found a Long Gold Chain and a lady's 
silver watch, uow alleged by the prosecution to have been 
tlie ones worn by the victim when she was murdered. After 
Bennett's arrest, and the fact of it being published, it 
was ascertained definitely that the dead woumn was 
Bennett's wife. The pair had married, both very 
young. thre- yeirs earlier. They had, at the beginning 


ot 1900, resided at Westgate, whence they soon 
moved, constantly changing their abode. Bennett 
eventually went to 41, Union Street, Woolwich, 


telling the landlady, Mrs. Pankhurst, that he was a single 
man. A fellow-lodger at Mrs. Pankhurst’s, à man named 
Stevens, was at this time walking out with a girl named 
Treadwell, a cook at Bayswater; and another girl in this 
Bayswater house, a housemaid named Alice Meadows, was 
introduced to Bennett. This was in June, and from this 
time Bennett constantly wrote to, telephoned to, and 


Walked Out with Alice Meadows, eventually 
being acvepted as her future husband, They went fora 
trip to Yarmouth. Bennett and Alice M adows occupied 
separate rooms at the Crown und Anchor Hotel at Yarmouth 
from a Saturday to Monday. Afterwards Bennett took 
the girl to Ireland for a tour which lasted from Aug. 28 to 
Sept. 11. This brought events near to the time of the 
murder. On Sept. 21 Bennett wrote to Alice Meadows, 
saying that he would not be able to see her the following 
Sunday, as he was again going to Gravesend to see his 
grandfather. On the night of Sept. 22 Mrs. Bennett left 
her lodgings, was seen waiting for someone near the Town 
Hall at about nine, and at ten was, according to the 
evidence of Mr. Borking, the landlord of a public-house, 
drinking on his premises, and Bennett was in her company. 

Later On there were the cries of * Mercy! mercy!" 
followed by groans, heard by the young man Mason and 
the girl Blanche Smith, who were on the beach; and 
shortly before twelve Bennett arrived at the Crown und 
Anchor somewhat out of breath, explaining that he 
desired to eatch the first train back to London in the 
morning.  Bennett's conduct, Mr. Gill suggested, now 
became consistent only with the guilty knowledge of his 
wife's death. He hurred on arrangements for marrying 
Alice Meadows, tixing June for the wedding. 


By Oct. 17 he began to feel secure, and took a place 
for his new home after his marriage with Alice Meadows. 
But then came the arrest. Mr. Marshall Hall, K.C., led 
the defence, and in eross-examining one of the earliest 
witnesses made a notable score. The witness was Conyers, 
the photographer. His small beach picture of th» dead 
woman had been enlarged by both Crown and defence. 
Handed copies of both enlargements, he suid the chain the 
woman was wearing in the likeness was a twisted rope 
pattern chain, whereas the gold chain found in prisoner’s 
portmanteau, and alleged by the Crown to be the chain 
worn by Mrs, Bennett when murdered, is a link chain. 
* Could a link chain possibly photograph like this photo- 
graph?” pursued Mr. Hall. ** No, it is a different chain 
ultogether,”’ said Conye:s. 


The Lord Chief Justice said this was a 
very important answer, and he should examine the 
original photograph with a stronger magnifying glass 
than was at present available. Mr. Clarke, father of the 
deid woman, swore that the chain found in Bennett's 
portmanteau was the one his mother gave to Mrs. Bennett. 
The silver watch was the one witness gave to Mrs. Bennett. 
Cross-examined, he said that he did not know whether or not 
Mrs. Bennett had another watch or another chain. Mr. 
Marshall Hall suggested that a photograph should be taken 
of some person wearing the chain found in Bennett's box, 
in order that it might be compared. with the chain in the 
beach photograph. We are unablejto give the result of the 
trial, the case being unfinished on our going to press. 


Lord Kitchener's Train Imperilled.—Lord 
Kitchener returned to Pretoria on Feb. 18 from De Aar, a 
company of the Leicesters forming his escort from the 
south. The Staff narrowly escaped disaster on the 
journey. Lord Kitchener's train was preceded on the run 
north by a pilot engine, and'a short distance in front of the 
pilot «ngine was a goods train, conveying the baggage of 
the Staff and some of the servants. ^ Early on Monday 
morning, Feb. 18, when close to the Klip River, Lord 
Kitchener’s servant sighted a number of Boers, evidently 
in waiting for them. An alarm was gerar raised, and 
the Boers, seeing by the commotion that their presence 
was discovered, fired a shot, which was evidently the signal 
to rush the train, 


The Heroic Engine-Driver.—The driver put on 
steam (continued the Central News representative), but a 
dynamite charge on the metals defeated his gallant effort. 
The goods engine and four of the trucks were blown off the 
line, the engine becoming a wreck. The driver was terribly 
scalded by the escaping steam, and has since died from his 
injuries, The pilot engine speedily made the driver of 
Lord Kitchener's train aware of the disaster, and mean- 
time an armoured train, coming up rapidly from Elands- 
fontein, opened tire and quickly drove the enemy off. 
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General French's Operations have been so tar 
brilhantly successful, und a general surrender of the Boers 
in front of him is daily expected. lt is impossible for 
Botha to keep his forces together under the strain of the 
continual trekking. The Boer losses now include the bulk 
of théir aminunition, cattle, sheep, and horses. Major 
Howard, a very gallant officer of Canadian Scouts, was 
killed on the 17th. 


The Defeat of De Wet.—Lord Kitchener, in a 
despatch to the Secretary of State for War, of Sunday's 
date, states : ** Plumer reports Colonel Owen, with detach- 
ments K.D.G.'s, V.1.R., and I.L.H., captured De Wet's 


15-pounder and pom-pom on the 23rd. The enemy is in 
ful n and dispersing ; he is being vigorously 
pursued," 


The “ Daily Telegraph's” Correspondent, 
wiring last Sunday from De Aar, says De Wet's force 
slept on Saturday near Dooter's Farm, ten miles north- 
west of Hopetown. Colonel Plumer, on learning the facts 
about the enemy's movements, despatched Colonel Owen, 
King’s Dragoon Guards, with the Victorians and Imperial 
Light Horse in pursuit. These caught up the enemy, 
skirmished with them, and captured, at an adjacent farm 
at Zuurgat, a Boer 15-pounder, a pom-pom, and a Maxim, 
und also fifty prisoners. 


" De Wet Escaped in a Boat.—It is reported that 
De Wet escaped to the opposite bank of the river in a bout, 
and is now fleeing with a ul of followers.
